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Going  Forward  in  our  Sixty -Fifth  Year 

HP  HIS  is  the  story  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in 
-*-   its  sixty-fifth  year  of  operation. 

Each  new  day  during  the  year  brought  opportunities  of  service  to  the 
sick,  injured  and  newborn;  the  education  of  young  doctors  and  nurses;  and 
research  in  solving  some  of  the  many  problems  being  studied.  Within  these 
three  broad  functions  of  the  Hospital  the  report  of  operations  for  the  year 
1947  is  written. 

For  the  past  several  years  we  have  cared  for  an  increasing  number  of 
patients,  and  the  year  1947  showed  14,274  admissions,  an  increase  of  331 
over  1946,  the  previous  high.  This  increase  was  entirely  accounted  for  by 
the  increased  activity  in  the  Maternity  Department  with  1,837  newborn 
infants  as  against  1,596  in  1946,  and  with  a  corresponding  increase  in 
mothers.  The  average  census  per  day  was  404,  a  slight  drop  from  the  daily 
average  of  409  in  1946. 

The  Board  of  Managers  is  grateful  to  the  employees,  student  nurses, 
house  staff  and  volunteers  for  their  individual  efforts  in  the  care  of  this 
increased  number  of  patients,  and  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  to  all 
who  made  this  possible. 

The  demand  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  greatly  exceeded  the  capacity 
so  that  throughout  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  running  up  as  high 
as  210  patients,  which  emphasizes  the  need  for  the  enlargement  of  the  hos- 
pital to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  patients  and  the  doctors. 

The  combined  operation  of  the  Hospital,  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and 
the  laboratory  buildings  of  the  Rush  Medical  College  resulted  in  an  excess 
income  of  $28,652.69  over  expenses,  of  which  $25,000  was  applied  to  reduce 
a  previous  loan  from  Endowment  Funds.  This  excess  income  is  less  than 
one  per  cent  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  Hospital,  and  in  these  days  of  fluc- 
tuating costs  is  a  relatively  small  amount.  No  charge  is  being  made  for 
depreciation  of  buildings,  and  the  Hospital  is  dependent  upon  special  con- 
tributions for  major  repairs  and  replacements. 

During  the  past  few  years  hospital  rates  have  been  increased,  but  by  no 
means  the  amount  which  would  have  been  necessary  if  occupancy  had  not 
increased  to  the  extent  that  it  has,  so  that  actually  much  of  the  increased 
cost  has  been  spread  over  a  higher  daily  patient  load.  It  is  not  generally 
recognized  that  it  takes  about  1.5  employees  to  care  for  one  patient  and, 
therefore,  wages,  which  have  shown  considerable  increase  in  the  last  few 
years,  are  the  major  factor  in  the  higher  cost  of  hospital  care.  From  the 
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supply  point  of  view,  there  are  hundreds  of  other  items  which  enter  into 
the  care  of  patients,  not  the  least  of  these  being  food,  fuel  and  linens,  and 
almost  all  of  which  have  shown  considerable  increase  in  cost.  All  of  these 
expenses  have  influenced  hospital  costs  and,  therefore,  rates. 

There  is  no  secret  by  which  hospital  care  with  all  its  modern  diagnostic 
facilities  can  be  given  without  recognizing  all  the  costs  which  enter  into 
the  care  of  the  patient.  In  comparison  with  hospital  bills  of  prior  years,  the 
charge  to  the  patient  for  care  seems  high,  but  actually  in  1947  on  the  basis 
of  the  average  cost  per  patient  day,  the  total  care  of  a  patient  with  all  the 
special  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  services  averaged  only  56  cents  per  hour. 

During  the  year  1947  the  Hospital  expended  $170,472  in  the  care  of  free 
and  part  pay  patients,  in  support  of  its  Outpatient  Department  (Central 
Free  Dispensary),  and  in  the  maintenance  of  the  Rush  Medical  College 
properties,  where  the  teaching  and  research  program  is  being  carried  on, 
This  broad  program  is  made  possible  by  the  endowment  income  of  the  hos- 
pital, the  generous  support  of  the  Community  Fund  and  the  active  interest 
and  support  of  the  Woman's  Board,  the  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  many 
other  friends  of  the  hospital,  as  shown  in  the  financial  reports. 

Memorials  That  Live  in  Service 

During  the  year  there  was  added  to  the  endowment  of  the  Hospital 
$679,023.50  which  makes  a  total  of  $6,934,671.53  on  December  31,  1947. 

Included  in  the  additions  for  1947  were  three  Memorial  Rooms  —  the 
Frank  H.  Armstrong  Room  by  Horace  W.  Armstrong;  the  completion  of 
the  endowment  of  the  William  Bross  Lloyd  Room  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Madge 
Bird  Lloyd;  and  the  Robert  Ross  Hotz  Room  by  Mrs.  Lila  Tyng  in  memory 
of  her  nephew  who  lost  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country. 

From  Mrs.  John  Favill,  $5,000  was  received  to  further  the  work  in  the 
Department  of  Neuropsychiatry,  of  which  her  husband,  Dr.  John  Favill, 
was  chairman  at  the  time  of  his  death- 
Through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Board,  $14,740.56  was 
added  to  the  Hospital  Endowment  Funds,  the  larger  amounts  being 
$5,827.16  toward  the  Asa  S.  Bacon  Endowed  Nurse  Fund  and  $4,105.20  to 
the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund  completing  the  fund  for  the  14th  Cheer  Up  Bed, 
so  designated  for  each  $5,000  donated.  This  latter  fund  is  almost  entirely 
contributed  by  the  Sunday  School  children  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches 
on  Easter  Sunday. 

Two  of  the  largest  additions  received  as  unrestricted  bequests  were  those 
from  the  estate  of  Eugene  R.  Pike,  $520,597.57,  and  the  estate  of  William 
Clifford  Smith,  $112,766.52.  From  the  latter  estate  a  previous  distribution 
of  $140,000  was  received  in  1945.

In  addition  to  the  endowments  mentioned  above,  the  Woman's  Board  has 
continued  to  be  of  service  to  the  Hospital  in  numerous  ways  as  summarized 
in  the  report  which  appears  on  another  page.  Through  its  well-organized 
activities  and  educational  programs  at  its  monthly  meetings  this  group 
also  renders  an  inestimable  service  in  keeping  the  various  churches  and 
other  friends  informed  concerning  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  School  of  Nursing  admitted  two  classes  in  1947  filling  the  set  quota 
of  students,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  a  total  of  214  students  en- 
rolled. The  nursing  shortage  continues  throughout  the  country,  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  nationally  to  encourage  more  girls  to  enter  the  field. 
We  are  currently  carrying  on  an  enlarged  promotional  campaign  on  our 
own,  planning  to  admit  a  larger  number  of  students  in  1948  than  in  1947. 
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Continuing  the  policy  of  providing  opportunities  for  the  training  of  more 
doctors,  the  house  staff  of  interns  and  residents  was  65,  where  before  the 
war  the  number  was  45. 

On  July  1,  1947,  Dr.  Charles  D.  Anderson  became  the  Chairman  of  the 
newly  created  Department  of  Anesthesiology.  He  came  to  the  Hospital 
from  the  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester,  Minnesota.  Dr.  Mary  Lyons,  who  has  been 
associated  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years  and  has  made  a  great  contri- 
bution as  chief  anesthetist,  continues  on  the  staff  as  Attending  Anesthes- 
iologist and  Assistant  Chairman  of  the  Department. 

In  the  death  of  Horace  W.  Armstrong  on  May  9,  1947,  both  the  Hospital 
and  the  Board  of  Managers  lost  a  faithful  friend  and  devoted  member.  He 
had  served  on  the  Board  for  27  years  and  for  10  years  as  vice-president  of 
the  Board,  and  his  passing  is  a  heavy  loss  to  the  Hospital. 


Teaching  and  Research  Program  Strengthened 

In  the  report  of  a  year  ago  we  recorded  that  complete  new  laboratory 
facilities  were  being  set  up  for  the  Departments  of  Pathology  and  Biochem- 
istry. These  were  completed  during  the  year  and  considerable  teaching  and 
research  are  now  in  progress. 

This  fulltime  program  of  research,  unique  in  a  private  hospital,  was 
further  strengthened  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  fall  of  1947 
when  they  approved  the  appointment  of  Dr.  S.  Howard  Armstrong,  Jr.  as 
the  fulltime  head  of  the  Department  of  Medicine.  At  the  same  time  the 
Board  approved  a  departmental  budget  which  permits  associates,  techni- 
cians, and  new  laboratory  facilities  to  enable  the  department  to  pursue  its 
own  investigative  work. 

Dr.  Armstrong  came  here  following  seven  years  of  graduate  study  in 
Boston  under  a  Welch  Fellowship  of  Internal  Medicine,  awarded  by  the 
National  Research  Council  in  its  program  to  prepare  men  to  direct  medical 
teaching  and  research  departments.  His  graduate  work  was  done  at  Har- 
vard University,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston. 

The  house  staff  is  being  given  every  opportunity  to  spend  some  time  in 
these  departments,  and  the  integration  of  research  with  clinical  training 
should  enrich  the  intern  and  resident  program. 

The  attending  staff  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  all  of  whom  hold  teach- 
ing appointments  on  the  staff  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  assist  in  the  un- 
dergraduate teaching  of  the  medical  students.  In  the  furtherance  of  the 
affiliation  with  the  University,  the  hospital  provided  40  clerkships  in  the 
specialties  for  the  senior  students. 

This  broad  program  of  teaching  and  research  is  carried  on  under  the  Re- 
search and  Education  Committee  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
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in  the  disbursement  of  funds.  In  addition  to  the  fulltime  research  work  be- 
ing carried  on  by  the  Departments  of  Pathology  and  Biochemistry,  12  new 
grants-in-aid  were  made  in  1947.  The  work  under  such  grants  in  the  main 
is  carried  on  by  members  of  the  attending  staff  who  are  working  on  special 
problems. 

Additional  support  of  this  program  beyond  our  present  research  budget 
requirements  and  the  financial  help  being  received  is  needed  to  further  the 
work.  To  all  of  those  who  have  helped  in  this  new  vision  of  the  fulltime 
program  of  research,  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  deeply  grateful  and 
trusts  that  through  continued  generosity  of  its  friends  this  effort  on  be- 
half of  all  humanity  may  go  still  further.

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Summary  of  Woman's  Board  Activities -1947 


The  Woman's  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  made  up  of  330  mem- 
bers, including  representatives  of  52  churches,  a  general  membership 
group,  and  a  Winnetka  Auxiliary,  has  completed  its  64th  year  of  serving 
the  Hospital  in  many  departments. 

This  past  year  our  receipts  totaled  $38,958.95.  From  this  amount  we 
have  added  $14,740.56  to  endowments,  our  major  emphasis  being  on  the 
Bacon  Nurse  and  the  Child's  Free  Bed  Funds.  For  various  services  in  the 
Hospital,  we  spent  $18,952.07  from  our  General  Fund. 

The  Hospital  Library,  which  we  continued  to  support,  circulated  21,094 
books.  We  also  donated  a  radio-phonograph  which  is  much  appreciated  by 
ambulatory  patients  who  visit  the  library.  Our  Delicacies  Committee  col- 
lected 3,292  glasses  of  jelly  for  ward  patients.  The  Sewing  Committee,  with 
45  churches  participating,  completed  a  total  of  11,686  articles. 

An  average  of  65  volunteers  per  month  served  in  the  Hospital,  an  in- 
crease of  25  over  the  average  for  1948.  Through  our  support,  the  Social 
Service  Department  was  able  to  implement  medical  care  for  149  patients 
and  provide  Christmas  gift  certificates  for  171  members  of  61  families, 
also  gifts  for  clinic  children.  We  contributed  $4,770  to  the  Diabetic  Clinic 
for  free  insulin  and  needles,  $959.19  to  the  Hematology  Clinic  for  blood 
transfusions,  $93.91  to  the  Gynecology  Clinic  for  special  drugs,  and  $500 
to  the  Tumor  Clinic. 

To  one  of  our  very  special  interests,  the  care  of  children,  we  contributed 
a  total  of  $8,605.20  through  our  Babies  Alumni,  Tag  Day,  Child's  Free 
Bed,  Children's  Floor,  and  Parmelee  Research  Funds. 

For  the  School  of  Nursing,  we  purchased  needed  reference  books  for  the 
Library,  sent  three  nurses  to  the  International  Nursing  Convention,  and 
gave  three  scholarships  —  two  to  daughters  of  foreign  missionaries. 

Thanksgiving  Teas  and  individual  thank  offerings  netted  $5,237  which 
was  added  to  our  Bacon  Memorial  Nurse  Fund.  The  Winnetka  Auxiliary's 
contribution  of  $3,000  was  divided  between  the  Barbara  Ann  Smith  Memo- 
rial Fund  for  a  Teen-Agers  Ward  and  our  General  Fund. 

The  Gift  Shop,  in  the  13  months  to  January  31,  1948,  made  a  profit  of 
$2,160  (which  figure  was  not  included  in  the  Woman's  Board  Total  Receipts 
for  1947).  Sales  totaled  $27,478— a  gain  of  $9,445  over  1946. 

As  a  memorial  to  the  late  Charles  B.  Goodspeed,  the  Woman's  Board  es- 
tablished last  November  the  Charles  B.  Goodspeed  Memorial  Fund  for 
Special  Medicines  for  use  in  the  Dispensary,  making  an  initial  gift  of  $3,000.
